VENIZELOS IS PREMIER. 


Old Statesman Has B2en Sent for by 
New King. 

ATHENS, June 26.—The Greek 
Cabinet, headed by Alexander Zai- 
mis, has resigned. 

King Alexander has informed M. 
Jonnart, the high commissjoner re- 
Presenting France, Great Britain, 
and Russia, that he will ask former 
Premier Venizelos to ‘form a™new 
Cabinet. 

By the advice of M, Jonnart, the 
Provisional’ Government will leave 
Salonica for Piraeus. A strong de- 
tachment of gendarmerie which left 
Salonica for Athens on Sunday will 
Occupy the gity in conjunction with 
French troops. As soon as the new 
order is established two regiments ot 
Greek troops at. Salonica wil! pro- 
ceed to Athens. The resignation of 
Premier Zaimis was apparently due 
to his unwillingness that the Sa- 
lonica French troops should Occupy 
Athens in order that perfect ‘order 
should be maintained in the cliy. 

Not only has the adherence tr the 


Provisional Government been pro- 
claimed in. all the chief centres in 
Thessaly, but similar action was 


taken in Epirus after the landing of 
the French detachment at Preveza. 
Troops belonging to the Provisional 
Government were also disembarked, 
and later General Papanastasion ar- 
rived as a representative of Veni- 
zelos. He was received by all the 
people, with the metropolitan at 
their head. The reservists are still 
somewhat restive in some parts of 
the Peloponness, but the Govern- 
ment has sent an emissary to explain 
the situation plainly to the party 
leaders, and it is expected his mis- 
sion will restore tranquility. Veni- 
zelists, however, have been mal- 
treated at Pyrgos, where the notor- 
ious anti-ally naval officer, Typalos, 
had gone. Arrests in the Pelopon- 
nese will certainly be necessary, but 
as the allied fleets can immediately 
blockade the Peloponnese to prevent 
the currant crop, which is the coun- 
try’s resource, from reaching the 
world’s markets, any general sedi- 
tious movement is extremely unlike- 
ly. The large number of Venizelists 
in Peloponnese is steadily growing. 


HIGH COST OF WAR. 


Staggering Figures Named by Chan- 
cellor of Exchequer. 


LONDON, June 26.—The total na- 
tional expenditure for the nine weeks 
from October 8 to December 9 last 
was on a daily average of £6,615,000, 
Says a statement in detail, prepared 
by Andrew Bonar Law, the Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, for the House 
of Commons, 

For the five weeks from April 1 to 
May 5, 1917, the statement shows 
the daily average of expenditure was 
£7,971,000, while for the five weeks 
from May 6 to June 9 it was £7,- 
532,000. 

For the ten weeks from April 1 
to June 9, the expenditure is shown 
to have averaged £7,752,000. 

For the respective periods set. 
forth the actual was expenditure, 
daily, the Chancellor states, was £5,- 
714,000, £7,457,0)0, £5,989,000 and 
£6,723,000. 

The increase in expenditure for 
army service, says the statement, is 
in part attributable to payments and 
advances which are ultimately re- 
coverable. The expenditure for mu- 
nitions was affected by. temporary 


British Ready to Thrust at a 
Frésh Point. 


General Haig*Has Almost Completed 
the Surrounding of Lens—A Bat" 
tle is Promised in the Near Fu- 
ture at the North Sea End of the 
Long Allied Line. 


LONDON, June 26. — The. an- 
nouncement in Sir Douglas Haig’s of- 
ficial report that British guns and 
British infantry were engaged at 
Lombartzyde reveals an entirely new 
quarter of attack on the Prussian 
lines in Belgium. Lombartzyde is 
the beach of Nieuport and marks the 
North Sea end of the long allied 
line, the other extremity ef which 
rests on the frcestier of Switzerland. 

The last nine miles of coast from 
Lombartzyde to the French frontier 
is in Belgian hands. It is called the 
Hooge Duyn, dfid has several excel- 
lent beaches, such as Oost Dunkerke, 
Coxyde, Zeepanne, and La Panne, 
with good roads leading to a high- 
way parallel to the coast and about 
a mile from it. Back of this is a 
railroad from France through Furnes 
to Dixmude, while another line con- 
nects Nieuport and Dixmude. Two 
canals, one to Furnes and the other 
to Dixmude and Ypres add 
excellent communications serving as 
lines of supply for this front. 

This section of the allied line has 
been held by the Belgian army &as far 
as Boesinghe, just below Het Sas 
and about three and a half miles 
north-northwest of Ypres. It has 
been all the more easily guarded be- 
cause the whole country between the 
railway and the Yser as far as Dix- 


mude, has been flooded to a depth of | 


six or seven feet, making it impass- 
able. From Dixmude to Het Sas 
there have been desult bombard- 
ments for the last two years, in 
which French guns have had a share 
since last December. This published 


announcement, however, is the first | 


hint of British action in Belgium so 
near the coast. 

Further south the British are by 
no means idle. They have forced 
the Prussians out of the narrow strip 
of land, comprising about eight 


square miles, along the Armentieres- | 


Menin railway and the highway, and 
now occupy everything up to the 
gates of Warneton, still further nar- 
rowing the triangle between the Co- 


mines canal and the River Lys, in 
which the Prussians have been 
penned. 


General Plumer is continuing his 
thrust toward Comines, 
Lys and the canal, proceeding on 
both sides of the triangle. If his 
forces can, effect a junction at Co- 
mines before the Prussians escape 
the net, he will reap a rich harvest of 
prisoners, which will do more to de- 
Stroy the Kaiser’s army than any 
blow yet struck. Even if the Prus- 
sians escape, the British still will be 
in a position to descend 
from the north and relieve the man- 
ufacturing centres of Turcoing and 
Roubaix. 

Equally important is the drawing 
of the British net closer 
Lens, where the Canadians have 
taken one of the strongest series of 
Prussian trenches in this vicinity. It. 
lies less than a mile to the south- 
west of the town and north of the

Riots in Cork.

The Result of Waste. 


A single slice of bread seems an 
unimportant thing. In many house- 
holds one or more slices of bread 
daily are thrown away and not used 
for human food. Sometimes stale 
quarter—or half—ioaves are thrown 
out. Yet one good-sized slice of 
bread—such as a child likes to cut— 
weighs an ounce. It contains almost 
three-quarters of an ounce of flour. 

If every one of the country’s 2,- 
000,000 homes wastes on the aver- 
age only one such slice of bread a 
day, the country is throwing away 
daily over 1,500,000 ounces of flour 
or nearly enough flour for 95,000 
One-pound loaves a day. 

Fourteen and nine-tenths bushels 
of wheat on the average are raised 
per acre. It would take the fruit of 
some 47,000 acres just to provide a 
single slice of bread to be wasted 
daily in every home. To produce 
this much flour calls for an army of 
farmers, railway men, flour-mil] peo- 
ple, To.get the flour to the consum- 
er calls for many freight cars and 
the use of many) tons pf coal. 

But, some one says, a full slice of 
bread is not wasted in every home. 
Very well—make it a daily slice for 
every four or every ten or every 
thirty homes—make a weekly or a 
monthly slice in every home—or 
make the wasted slice thinner. The 
waste of flour involved is still ap- 
palling—altogether too great to be 
tolerated when wheat is scarce,

Pour 
the lime-water into the bluestone so- 
lution and mix well. he solution 
will turn a bright blue color. The 
mixture is now ready to spray. on the 
Potatoes and will prevent blight.

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There may, be two ‘opinions about 
what the Borden Government intends 
to do with the stuffed club called con- 
scription. The machinery of delay and 
appeal is so elaborate that it almost 
defeats the alleged object of the Mili- 
tary Service Act—namely, the prompt 
reinforcement of the Canadian soldiers 
at the front. 

Ifa conscript doesn’t want to go he 
can string his protest along through 
three tribunals, the last being a cen- 
tral appeal Judge, who will hold 
court at Ottawa. If the method 
works out as it does in ordinary civil 
cases where the parties fight it out 
right up'to the Privy Council, it may 
be jer years, and it may. be forever, 
before the reluctant conscript. marches 
away to war. In fact, the war may 
be over before his case is settled. 
| These artful provisions for procras- 
tination would seem to show that the 
Borden Government is about as earn- 
est for genuine conycription as it was 
for national service via the registra- 
jtion cards. What the Government is 


mainly concerned in winning is not 
the war, but an election. Confirmed 
pessimists say that the Government 


will pass conscription, have .o elec- 
tion and, if they come back, forget 
all ubout it. This looks like carrying 
subterfuge a step too far and. one 
doubts if anv Government could be so 
deceitful. But there is no doubt that 
conscription is just as much a_ party 
manoeuvre as it is a national issue, 
if not more so. One of its prime 
objects is to pinch (uebec’s tail so 
that the rest of Canada may mark, 
learn and digest inwardly. 

' Quebee’s tail, by the way, as com- 
posed of Henri Bourassa and Armand 
Lavergne, the chief allies of the Bor- 


den Government in the French pro- 
vince. It is a remarkable tale—this 
one I am telling—when the tail is 
pinched it howls. This is a strange 
‘thing for a_ tail to do. Not since 
Balaam’s ass spoke have such prodi- 
gies happened. The conscription bill 
has been delayed on one excuse or 
another so that the tail-pinching 


could get into the newspapers. 


‘ Conscription would have a more im- 


partial aspect if a millionaire cabinet 
would sacrifice some of its bonds on 
the altar of patriotism instead of the 
children it lacks to send to the war. 
It would look more impartial, too, if 
it were not a lop-sided conscription 
which leaves money, industry, enorgy, 
talent and niorals untouched. If a 
sentiment exists against conscription 
of men it has its root in the feeling 
that the last thing the Porden Gov- 
ernment wafits to do is to help the 
men at the front. 

Conscription as it stands in the 
Military Service Act, to-day, is simp- 
ly the means of putting the poor man 
under duress, while leaving the rich 
man free to continue his pillage. The 
predatory interests which put the Bor- 
den (iovernment in office in 1911 are 
behind the Borden Government to-day. 
It is a safe guess that the Borden 
Government will do nothing to hurt 
their friends. On the contrary, they 
will do everything to give them an- 
other turn at the trough. And while 
Big Business plants its whole four feet 
in the swill the Borden Government 
will wave the flag'to divert attention. 
The people of Canada will do well to 
watch the hocus-pocus that goes on 
under-'the old flag.

war the soldiers may be divided into 
two classes—the soldiers who dare and 
the soldiers who bear. The soldiers 
who dare are over in France—their 
quality is courage. The soldiers who 
bear are here in Canada—their quality 
is fortitude. In peace we would say 
that one quality was as good as an- 
other, but war may have given them 
different values. At \all events the 
soldiers who bear have a tough fight. 
It is they who must bear the assualts 
of the food exploiters. It is they 
who realize that the high‘ cost of liv- 
ing and giving their families enough 
to eat is as bitter a struggle as any- 
thing that goes on in Europe. 

For the soldiers of toil, the  sol- 
diers who stay at home and 
bear the chief burden of war by way 
of a forty per cent. tariff on the ne- 
cessaries of life, for the patient mas- 
ses who send their sons, husbands, 
fathers, sweethearts to the war, Pre- 
mier Borden’s conscription bill does 
nothing whatever. The United Siates 
when it adopts conscription of life, 
follows it/up with the logical sequel— 
conscription of the means of living. 
The United States has already ap- 
pointed a food dictator with wide 
Powers and is now about to regulate 
exports with a view to the proper 
nourishment of the workers at home. 
Although. Premier Borden’s conscrip- 
tion bill has been on tapis six weeks 
now, not a thing has been done to 
relieve the food situation. 

On the contrary the Borden Govern- 
ment has categorically refused to re- 
lieve it. Since the conscription bill 
was first announced *by the l’orden 
Government the following things have 
happened which go to show that the 
unfortunate consumer is to be skin- 
ned alive to the end of the chapter. 
(1) The Minister ~of Labor went 
through the staple articles of food, 
explaining that in each case the price 
was reasonable and that nothing 
could be done to reduce it. Potatoes 
in ‘food-straitened England cost $2.25 
a bag. In Canada they are $4.25 a 
bag. A four pound a made of Can- 
adian flour that has paid freight 
across the ocean costs 23 cents in 
England. A three pound loaf costs 24 
cents in Canada. Mr. Crothers says 
nothing can be done about it.

A WOMAN CANDIDATE ? 

Mrs. Walter Scott of Mossley, 
the honor of being the first woman 
in Ontario proposed as a candidate 
for the legislature. At the East mid- 
dlesex Convention her name was pro- 
posed but Mrs. Scott in a pleasant 
speech declined the honor. 

As a matter of fact, under the Ont- 
al- 
lowed to sit as members of the legis- 
lature. Mr. Rowell at the last ses- 
sion of the legislature had a bill, 
wich if passed, would have given wo- 
man the right to sit in the legisla- 
ture as well as to vote for candidates 
for that body. The government, how- 
ever, rejected the bill. Mr. Rowell in 
proposing it showed that in all the 
western provinces of Canada, Austra- 
lia and in the States of the Union, 
where there is woman — sulfrage, the 
right of woman to sit in the legisla- 
ture goes with it. The women do not 
need to use that right if they do not 
care to, nor do the people have to 
elect. women if they do run, but /at 
any rate Mr. Rowell contended it was 
mere justice now that women had the 
vote, that they should have the right 
to sit in the legislature as well. 
Why, on this point should there — be 
discrimination in law between men and 
women ? 

Mrs. P. G. Kiely: and Mrs. Hargaret 
Hyslop, have been two of the women 
speakers at Liberal meetings recently. 

At the West Wellington meeting in 
Drayton, Mrs. Weily, who in Honor- 
ary-Secretary of the Ontario Women’s 
Luiberal Association, said that even be- 
fore receiving the vote women, _ per- 
haps more than they theniselves real- 
ized, had been educators of public 
opinion. Through their influence upon 
their children and in their homes they 
had provided” that strong driving 
force behind the law which alone 
could make legislation effective. ‘This 
measure of Woman Sniirage’’ continu- 
ed Mrs. WKeily, ‘‘which one hears so 
frequently referred to as ‘our right’”’ 
is in reality a duty which we owe to 
our newly acquired citizenship and in 
the discharge of which we must not 
allow ourselves to be intimidated by 
those torrents of criticis which will 
emanate from that class of individ- 
uals to whom all innovations are ab- 
horrent.” 

At Halton, Mrs. Hyslop said that 
was Premier Hearst’s govern- 
ment which technically did give Pro- 
hibition and Votes for Women, yet it 
was with the thorous co-operation 
of the Opposition and further that it 
was Mr. Rowell and the Liberals who 
had done the pioneer work for both 
these reforms and had supported and 
urged it for years in spite of the Op- 
position of the government. It was 
the insistence of the Liberals that 
caused the government finally to act.

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RESTORING FRENCH LAND. 


Our Soldiers Were Among the Men 
in Khaki Who Became Farmers. 
The beginning of spring this year 

has produced the spectacle of thou- 

| sands of soldiers of the French army, 
together with their comrades of the 

British and Belgian armies, forsak- 

ing the rifle, the bayonet, the hand- 

grenade, and’ the machine-gun to 


, take in hand temporarily the hoe, the 


spade, the harrow, and the plow in 
many of the districts of eastern and 
north-eastern France, 

The reconquest of large tracts of 
territory: from the Germans and the 
return of the civilian inhabitants 
from the places where they had taken 
refuge confronted the authorities 
with the problem of restoring these 
lands to cultivation. Farming imple- 
ménts to the value of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, it was found 
had been damaged or destroyed since 
the beginning of the war in what is 
known as the zone of the armies.” 
The young peasants were all serving 
in the ranks and the older men, even 
with the aid of the women and chil- 
dren, were unable to fill their places 
for the proper cultivation of the land. 

The army decided to step into the 
breach. The greatest proportion of 
the soldiers in the French ranks come 
from the peasant or farming class. It 
was therefore an easy task to find 
capable hands. The organization was 
more difficult, but co-ordination be- 
tween the civil and military authori- 
ties was affected very rapidly. A 
military officer with agricultural ex- 
perience was appointed by each army 
to consult with the prefects of the 
departments in which the troops 
were stationed and to find out what 
work was to be done and how many 
hands were required to do it. 

/The zone occupied by each army 
was subdivided info small districts, 
each containing amut 25 villages or 
hamlets. The commanding officer of 
the troops stationed in each district 
was directed to get into touch with 
| the civil official and place at his dis- 
posal as many men as were needed or 
could be spared for agricultural 
labor. 
| The artillery and engineering re- 
| pair shops of the army were ordered 
to mend damaged farm implements 
and replace missing parts, and army 
\farriers to shoe free of charge all 
‘horses working on the land. 


The result of these arrangements | 


is that, almost up to the firing line, 
all available land in France is now 
in cultivation, and soldiers in uni- 
form, whenever they can be spared 
from the trenches and dugouts and 
their main task of destroying the 
Germans, work cheerfully with the 
women, children, and older men be- 
hind the lines. 

The system has been extended to 
that part of the line—150 miles in 
length—held by the British and Bel- 
gians, but here the task is a more 
difficult one, as most of the northern 
allies are, in civil life, engaged in 
industrial work in the cities. The 
Canadians and Australians, however, 
have been of immense assistanre in 
restoring French land to productive- 
ness.

From the dugouts of Vimy ridge 
and from prisoners taken there were 
obtained many letters, diaries, and 
other documents indicating the effi- 
ciency of our preparatory artillery 
fire, as well as the arcuracy of our in- 
formation on whic it was based. 
Some of these have been translated. 
They prove that the enemy had heavy 
losses in man and material before the 
infantry were loosed upon him, and 
that even more serious was his loss 
of confidence as he saw his trenches 
blown away and his guns buried. 

“Hell is let loose.’’ In this phrase 
a German gunner chronicled np 
March 31st the opening of our artil- 
lery attack. 

The record of a trench mortar bat- 
tery shows that day after day the 
mortars were buried. Day after day 
the patient gunners dug out their 
weapons only to have them buried 
again deeper than before. In de- 
spair, the day before the assault, a 
gunner writes; 

“Everything is buried, the cntrance 
to our shelter, the gun emplace- 
ments, the whole trench ammunition 
supply and fuses—all buried.” 

Just before the assault an infan- 
tryman made this record: 

“Nobody imagines how frantic it is 
here, It is almost worse than the 
Somme. There is no longer a trench; 
only shellholes and mine craters. 
Losses on losses. We are now only 
a third, and two-thirds ure “nissing. 
Here one can only give up hope, as 
if this lasts a fortnight longer no- 
thing will remain of the civision, 
and one is up to the middle in mud 
and filth.

He knows the heifer 
is pretty sure to kick when he goes to 
milk ber, and he must not permit the 
fact of the kicking to excite him in the 
least. I have always followed the prac- 
tice of standing by her side trying to 
milk her with one hand and caressing 
her with the other, The milk is a second- 
ary consideration, and it does not mat- 
ter if it goes on the ground. The chief 
point ig to accustom the heifer to being 
anilked. a 

When the heifer sees that her kick- 
ing does no good she will little by little 
.give it up. But the milker generally 
gets several kicks before this stage is 
reached. His compensation comes aft- 
-erward in having a cow that never 
kicks. As I have never failed to attain 
that end, I have great faith in the 
process.

desirable to start the milk of the sow 
too rapidly, as it might be more than 
the little pigs would need, and if it 
not all drawn out of the udder it is 
liable to congest and cause trouble not 
only to the sow, but to the pigs in the 
form of scours. It requires caution, 
therefore, in the start not to push the 
sow with feed that will start up the 
milk~too rapidly. If the litter is a 
small one more time should be taken 
in getting, the sow on full feed than 
otherwise. But the demands of the 
pigs will increase every day, and it 
will not be long until they will be able 
to take about all the milk their moth- 
er will furnish from the best quality 
of feed, 

Care must be taken at all times not 
to overfeed, however. A practical 
method of ‘feeding a sow with young 
pigs is to allow her at regular times 
night and morning just what she will 
eat up perfectly clean and still want 
a little more. This method of feeding 
will retain the sow’s appetite and keep 
her in a good, healthy condition. The 
sow does not demand a fattening ra- 
tion, such as an all corn one, but she 
requires a milk producing protein ra- 
tion. The farmer who produces a large 
quantity of separator or skim milk daily 
has one of the best feeds for sows with 
young pigs to be found, when the milk 
is combined with ground grains and 

Access to a 
growing pasture as soon as pasture is 
available will help greatly to keep the 


sow’s bowels regular as well as adding | 


to her appetite and assisting in the fur-

HANDLING HEIFERS. 


Lack of Training Spoils Many Pros- 
pective Milk Makers. 

All young things require training 
and none more than young heifers. Ip 
fact, the treatment a heifer receives as 
she is growing into cowhood often has 
much to do with ber value as a cow, 
says the Farm Journal. 

First, of course, she should be treat- 
ed kindly and should by all means be 
accustomed to having people about her. 
Never turn heifers into a back pasture 
or leave them unhandled in sheds witb 
self feeders for months. A _ heifer 
should be smoothed, carded, given tid- 
bits, talked to and in every way made 
to feel that the approach of man is not 
to be feared. 

Kindness is a first essential. Let the 
buyer of a wild, panicky heifer lose no 
time in courting and winning her at 
tention and affection. Then when the 
young cow has milk she will be ready 
for milking. She should at this time re 


ceive much caressing and petting and | 


be made to feel that she is of conse 
quence. Upon sitting down to her the 
first few times do not begin milking 
suddenly and harshly, but slowly, 
waiting for her to become accustomed 
toit ‘oe 

The Young Calf. 

The first few weeks of its life the 
calf will suck its dam ten to fifteen 
times daily under natural conditions 
It is impossible to feed calves by hand 
more than two or three times daily.

THE SCILLY ISLANDS. 


Washed by a Glutton Sea Gorged With 
Human Victims. 

No more sinister locality could be 
found for the sinking of a vessel in a 
submarine crusade than the neighbor- 
hood of the Scilly islands, where a 
number have met their fate. It has 


of granite of different sizes thrown in- 
discriminately into a small shallow 
pool of water will give a tolerably cor- 
rect model of tbe islands of Scilly. 
They are seventeen in number, varying 
in extent from ten to 1,040 acres, be- 
sides twenty-two smaller islets and nu- 
merous naked rucks. They are located 
in latitude 50, longitude 7, about twen- 
ty-five miles west by south from Land's 
End, Cornwall, England. Those who 
recall the scenic effects in “The Pirates 
of Penzance” retain some idea of the 
nature of the Scillonian panorama— 
wild and picturesque, sheer cliffs and 
yawning caverns hollowed out by the 
ceaseless action of the ocean waves, & 
perilous approach in stormy weather. 

In earlier days the islands were in- 
fested with pirates and smugglers, 
while many of the inhabitants picked 
up a living as wreckers, It was on 
Gilston rock that Sir Cloudesley Shovel 
perished with 800 men in 1707, and in 
the graveyard of St. Mary’s repose the 
bodies of 311 victims of the wreck of 
the Schiller in 1875. So treacherous is 
the sea in these parts tbat there is an 
old proverb that for every man who 
dies a natural death the sea takes nine, 

As for the strategic importance of 
Scilly, Borlase wrote over a century 
and a half ago: “In time of war it is of 
the utmost importance to England to 
have Scilly in its possession. If it were 
in an enemy’s hands the channel trade 
from Ireland, Liverpool and Bristol to 
London and the south of England could 
not subsist, for Scilly, lying at the 
point of England, commands both chan- 
nels."—Bulletin of the National Geo 
graphie Society. 


THE OWL FAMILY. 


Not All of These Birds Are Noc- 


turnal, 


Most of our owls are rather com- 
mon, but being generally nocturnal 
; and wary and inhabiting by prefer- 
ence those districts far from human 
habitations, they are more rarely ob- 
served. With keen attention to all of 
the detail: of plumage, form, flight, 
etc., one may pretty nearly be sure 
of all of the following species: 

The screech owl is the size of a 
pigeon, but stouter; head with ear 
tufts, tail with dark ‘eross bands; 
| flies only at night; common every- 
; where; familiar call. 

The Arcadian or saw-whet owl is 

smaller than a pigeon; head with no 
| ear tufts; tail with white cross bars; 
rather common in the Middle West; 
ery like name. 
' The pygmy owl is no larger than 
a robin; but more fluffy; no tufts on 
head; tail with white spots; com- 
mon in the Rocky Mountains and to 
the Pacific Coast; flies in daytime, 

The burrowing owl is about the 
body size of a pigeon; no ear tufts 
on head; digs holes; lives in prairie- 
dog towns; flies in daytime; white 
bars on tail. 

The long-eared owl is a little 
smaller than a crow, or shorter; head

Those who have had experience in 
handling dairy cows know that until 
about the fourth week after calving 
the cow does not come to her highest 
and best flow of milk. During these 
first few. weeks of the lactation period 
I do not give her all she will eat, and 
@ part of the ration is of a laxative na- 
ture. I usually place her on full feed 
at the end of a month, at which time 
the flow of milk is generally at its best. 

The heifer, however, with her first 
calf may not come to her fullest and 
best flow until the fifth or sixth week 
after calving, owing to the fact that 
bringing forth young for the first time 
is a more severe physical strain than 
later in life; hence a longer time for 
recovery from the weakness caused by 
gestation will be required. For this 
reason the heifer coming fresh should 
be fed more carefully than older ani- 
mals at the same period. When the 
heifer has reached the point of giving 
her fullest flow of milk I feed her with 
the idea of keeping her milk flow up 
through the dry time of summer and 
well toward the time when she will 
drop the second calf. 

The pasture in which the heifer is 
kept should have good fences. This 
will prevent her from learning breachi- 


ness. A cow kept in a pasture that is , 


poorly fenced will acquire the habit of 
getting out much more quickly than 
when kept under proper conditions.

Feed Calves Regularly. 

Calves should be fed sweet milk of a 
uniform temperature and should not 
receive as much milk as they can drink 
All calves should be fed regularly 
Very young calves should be fed three 
times a day.

In two out of every three cases there is 
Mothing to bring on a hemorrhage. The patient when quiet notices a 
galty taste, nas a little tickling, coughs, and up comes the blood. 

These early hemorrhages are never fatal. But the appearance of 
‘blood frightens most people, and perhaps it is a good thing to have the 
‘hemorrhage, because it is a reliable danger signal. 

A patient of this kind should be kept quiet in bed for a few days. He 
‘usually needs no medicine, except in cases where he is very much frightened 
| or shocked, when/the doctor may give him some sedative. He must not get 
' stimulants such as whiskey, aromatic spirits of ammonia, etc, If the side 
from which he is bleeding can be distinguished he should lie on that side. 

lt there is no return of hemorrhage after a few days he may get out 
in toe open air. Horseback riding will be good exercise for him, and he 
| may do a little outdoor work. Outdoor air and good food are the requisites 
| for cure. 

Above all things, a patient who has had a slight hemorrhage—and 
every other consumptive—should avoid the use of the numerous advertised 
“Cures for Consumption.’’ None of them are of any value in the treatment 
of this disease; some of them are positively harmful.

A proper amount of 
water, a more careful attention to 
the important factors.

KEEP YOUR FLOWERS. 


Bloom May Be Prolonged by Follow- 
ing These Tips. 

Some women seem to have a magic 
way with flowers. They can throw 
in seed and blooms will spring up. 
They can wear a corsage bouquet a 
whole evening and never have it wilt, 
and, as for cut flowers, they can keep 
them for weeks, it seems. Some one 
has said that it is the true flower lover 
who has such luck, and of course a 


woman must love flowers to want to | 


have them and keep them, but some- 
times, in spite of the best intentions, 
they do not know how to give cut flow- 
ers long life. 


There are several secret methods | 
which flower lovers, practice to keep . 


the cut blooms fresit beyond the usual 
length of time, Every one knows that 
to cut off a bit of the stems of flowers 
every day before immersing them in 
fresh water will prolong their life. 
Every one does not know, however, 
that with woody stems it is a/ good 
plan to peel or cut away part of the 
hard bark so that the 
thoisture. 

A‘night bath for sturdy blooms is 
refreshing. Throw them, flowers and

| Tender Meats. 
| Quick cooking will not make steak

ing it first we give it a good flavor and 


have seared the surface so tliat more 
of the juice will be retained than if 
raw meat were used. Some scraps of 


fat are browned and an onion slices 
and fried in the fat, a tablespoonful of 
flour is added, and when it is mixed 
smoothly with the fat a cupful of wa- 
ter is put In. The meat is put in the 
gravy and left covered on the back of 
the stove to cook slowly. Later carrot 
and turnip cut in cubes are added, and 
twenty minutes before serving the po- 
/tatoes are put in, These have been
